the retiring moderator, delivered his 
sermon. 
Dr. Mutchmore’s text was taken from 
Mark xiii, 84. as follows: 
“For the Son 
of Man is as a man taking a far 
journey, who left his house, and gave 
authority to hi* servants, aud to every 
man his work, aud commanded the {Ha­ 
ter to watch.” 
Dr 
Mntchmore said 
that the text introduces us today tutu 
the house of the Sou of Man. who has 
taken a journey by his asceusiou into 
he i veu. yet that he might lie present 
with us, he has left an organized form 
of religious life, which he called hi* 
body- the church, the foundation of 
which he himself laid 
He has so de 
signed It in its various departments 
that every servant mar have his own 
work 
Some portions of the -upersfruct 
ure have been thrown down. 
The work of rebuilding is constantly 
going on by His servants. 
Dr. Mutch- 
more then said that the Presbyterian 
church had taken it- divine form from 
the family. 
Every household should be 
consecrated to God. The sons of minis­ 
ters belong to Gild; if some of them do 
not go into the service thev should be 
ransomed to support those who do. The 
children of ministers are heirs by birth 
to be poor of any in the community 
from their father's profession 
A great 
part of the supply to the ministry 
should come from the families of minis­ 
ters. 
When the law. “Give your sons 
or redeem them" is duly recognized, 
then men aud means xviii bi- plenty. 
borne times a child dedicated to God 
is called up higher and then mouev can 
be applied to help the church, af times 
preparing some other young man for 
the ministry. 
God gave this country 
to the Presbyterian church, when there 
were none to contest their right to the 
position. 
But many of the colleges 
and parochial schools were allowed to 
perish. 
Who has this God given hen 
tage? The Roman Catholics had the 
wisdom 
to 
grasp 
the opportunity, 
which Presbyterians threw away for 
state schools and colleges. 
Now I*res- 
byterians have to set to work among 
the fragments through the board of 
aid for academies and colleges 
But 
the principal fountain of piety, must 
he in family worship in the home 
There is the weakest {smit iii church 
life and there the sentries must be 
doubled. 
A mischievous practice has 
arisen of “farming out" children in th** 
Sabbath school, especially to the car** of 
the young, who are doing work w hicil 
should be done by the parents, them­ 
selves. 
The only way to throttle an­ 
archy is to reach the children of for­ 
eigners through the agency of the Sab­ 
bath school 
Dr Mutchincre said that there is no 
phase of home mission work as import­ 
ant as more systematic effort in great 
cities. 
Cities are ulcers in the body 
politic and the dangers to them in 
church and state are appalling.

he referred to the work of Dr Park 
hurst in New York in these words: 
“New York city has been for years in 
the talons of a vulture which has con­ 
sumed as much of lier vitals at night as

rew by day; robbed, debauched, trod­ 
eo under foot of the Behemoth of lust, 
that which the law could not do iii mat 
it was weak” was done by a Presby­ 
terian minister. 
“In the laudations over victory it 
should not be overlooked that the Pres­ 
byterian church lead the host as she 
does in all times of national peril. But 
beneficent a* this work has been it mar 
become a snare, for ministers, should 
not give themselves to municipal re­ 
form auy further than for the better­ 
ment of society through saving the 
souls of men.

Dr. Mutchmore talked at length oil 
the foreign mission work of the church, 
and said that the recent war between 
China and Japan was hut opening the 
way for Christ'* universal empire. 
One of the manifestations of God's 
power, he declared, was the call of 
women into every form of mission work. 
Iii the Circle of practical work the 
church had always been ii loser by not 
using cheap labor. 
The Roman Catho­ 
lic church had been built up and sus­ 
tained by it. 
The Presbyterian church 
hail more skilled labor going to waste 
than any other church. 
Thousands of good women, single and 
widowed, with wealth and without it, 
who are looking hopelessly for some 
thing br do to take away the ennui of 
unoccupied existence, would go into 
homes and institutions where 
they 
could do mission work. 
The Methodist church was founded 
and is largely sustained by local preach­ 
ers.

“The Presbyterian church, even in its 
poveity, was distinguished by an educa­ 
ted ministry. The standard ought to be 
high. but the cost of a highly educated 
ministry in time, money aud vital force 
must l>e considered. 
No church has so 
many educated laymen, gifted with 
ability to teach and eloquent in speech, 
who thirst to serve G»*d, uot as bush 
wackcrs, but with the approval arid 
authority of presbytery.

A ccording to this decision, 
W alker and R ickard are looked upon 
as citizens of G reat B ritain, and sub­ 
ject to protection from th a t country 
It is understood the H aw aiian govern 
m en! w ill uot adm it for a m om ent these 
men are B ritish sub.iects. aud w ill ae 
cent th** consequences 
B l’he H aw aiian oath of allegiance is as 
low s: 
‘'(Section 4.M. Every foreigner 
so n atu ralized shall be deem ed to all in ­ 
tents aud purpose* a native of the H a­ 
w aiian Islands. l>e am enable only to 
tile law s of th is kingdom , ami to the 
au th o rity and control thereof; lie e n ­ 
titled to the protection of th e said law s, 
and be no longer am enable to his native 
sovereign w hile residing in this k in g ­ 
dom. nor en titled to resort to his native 
oouutry for protection or intervention. 
He shall be am enable for every such re ­ 
sort to the pains arni penalties annexed 
to rebellion by the crim inal code.’’ 
E arl K im berly’* decision se ttin g at 
n au g h t th is law has been m ade w ith o u t 
asking for the H aw aiian g o vernm ent’s 
decision. 
In view of the action of 
G reat B ritain iii th** m atter of N icar­ 
agua. it is feared the B ritish m ay pro­ 
ceed to extrem e m easures w ithout sub­ 
m ittin g the m atter to arg u m en t or a rb i­ 
tration. 
If th is course should be taken, 
the republic m ay be asked to release 
R ickard and W alker and pay a large iii 
dem nity at once or it w ill be th reaten e d 
w ith forcible occupation of oue of the 
islands. 
If there should Is* a forcible occupa­ 
tion, it w ould unquestionably be fol­ 
lowed by insurrection and bloodshed, 
as the natives w ould lielievo it meant, 
nothing but the forcible restoration of 
the ex queen. 
W hile the dispatch of Earl K im berly 
sim ply stated th a t R ickard and W alker 
m ust be protected as B ritish subjects, it 
goes no fa rth e r, aud m akes no in d ica­ 
tion of the step w hich would Is* taken. 
It is understood the governm ent will 
riot adm it for a m om ent th a t these m en 
are B ritish subjects, and w ill accept the 
consequences. 
It would leave this m a t­ 
ter to final arb itratio n as a final resort, 
but w ill uot yield in any other way. 
T he bn any rum ors regarding th e a r­ 
rival of a filibustering expedition have 
caused th e governm ent to c h arte r an 
island steam er for the purpose of pa­ 
trolling H aw aiian w aters to prevent the 
landing of arm s for the revolutionists.

w ith perm ission to go abroad, 
say ­ 
ing at the sam e tim e th a t he would also 
in a day or tw o ask to be retired. 
T he 
request to be detached w as im m ediately 
granted, as was the request for the 
y ear's leave of absence. 
T hen cam e the 
request to be retired, but lief or** any ac­ 
tion a m id Is* tak en th e interview w as 
published, w hich has caused so m uch 
difficulty 
No action has been taken ujsm the re 
quest for retirem en t, hut the action re­ 
voking th e leave of absence indicates 
th a t the request for retirem en t w ill not 
be com plied w ith. 
T he effect w ill Is! to 
place A dm iral M eade on w aitin g orders, 
subject to any d u ty at any tim e w hich 
th e dep artm en t m ay desire to assign 
hint. 
It w as understood th a t the leave 
of absence g ranted A dm iral M eade con­ 
tained perm ission to go abroad, and lie 
intended to upend the sum m er in hu- 
rope. 
He could not go abroad on w a it­ 
in g orders w ithout vio latin g th** naval 
reg u latio n '. 
If he w ere not ready to 
respond to any order of th** dep artm en t 
w hen issued, he w onldjalso he subject to 
discipline for not obeying orders 
It is believed now th at it is hardly 
likely th at any action w ill be taken to 
co u rtm artial A dm iral M eade for his ex 
pre anion of disapproval of the adm inis­ 
tration, as if is believed to lie im possi­ 
ble to obtain testim ony from com pete t 
w itnesses. 
C ivilians cannot be obliged 
to testify in naval c o u rtm a rtia l a l­ 
though th eir testim ony m ay be taken if 
voluntarily offered. 
It is not believed 
th at any direct testim ony against Ad 
m iral M eade can be so obtained.
